Historic cemetery tour starts in Bond Head 


The second annual Cem¬ 
etery Tour, organized by the 
BWG Local History Association, 
started and finished at Bond 
Head United Church, on July 
12 - a bus tour of six of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury’s early cem- 

About 20 participants also 
visited the Quaker Cemetery at 
the 3rd Line BWG and County 
Road 27, as well as cemeteries 
at Dunkerron United Church, 
the 5th Line Scotch Settlement 
Presbyterian Church, the Auld 
Kirk, and Christ Church on 
County Rd. 88. Of the six, only 
Bond Head United’s ceme¬ 
tery is still attached to an active 
church, which operates an inde¬ 
pendent cemetery board. 

Jean Keffer explained that 
the cemeteries often provide 
the only records of pioneering 
families. Early burials on fam¬ 
ily farms or in family cemeter¬ 
ies ate often lost; it is the head¬ 
stones in cemeteries that pro¬ 
vide information on early set¬ 
tlers, and family connections - 
as well as providing a window 
into the harsh conditions that 
they faced 

Keffer also spoke about 
the history of the Presbyte¬ 
rian churches in Bradford 
West Gwillimbury. Bond Head 
United Church had its start as 
a Presbyterian church, founded 
by Adam Goodfellow and 
others who left the Auld Kirk 
because they didn’twantto be 
governed from Scotland. They 
brought in Reverend William 
Fraser from Nova Scotia, and 
in 1837, built a frame church, to 
the south of the existing build¬ 
ing. 

In 1872, the frame struc¬ 
ture was replaced by brick - 
and in 1925, the union of the 
Methodist and Presbyterian 
churches led to the found¬ 
ing of the United Church of 
Canada. The church became 
Bond Head Emmanuel United 
Church; the current building 
was constructed in 1953. 

Reverend Fraser is buried in 
the Bond Head United Cem¬ 
etery. He served his church

Reflecting on 20

\l\f hen I was first

popular Books & Bites series 
- an Innisfil Public Library 
program that serves up 
authors and dessert - was 
Haunted Cookstown, with 
authors Catherine Crow and 
Amy Woodcock. 

The locale: The Olde Bull- 
dog Beanery in Cooks¬ 
town, formerly The Chest¬ 
nut Inn - a site rumored to 
be haunted itself. 

But not the most haunted 
building in Cookstown. That 
honour goes to The Olde 
Town Hall Theatre, home of 
South Simcoe Theatre group, 
on Hamilton St 

Woodcock and Crow 
relied on local sensitive 
and psychic communicator 
Sheila Trecartin, and histo¬ 
rian Joan McLean, in doing 
their research. Trecartin 
identified the Olde Town 
Hall Theatre as containing a 
portal, through which spir¬ 
its regularly pass - attracted 
by the entertainment, and 
the crowds. 

Different shows attract 


different spirits, along with 
"regulars,” like the dentist 
who died of a heart attack, 
and a heavy-set woman 
who loved to sing. For the 
most part, the spirits are 
unobtrusive, said Wood¬ 
cock - except when the the¬ 
atre company performed 
the play, “Lucky Stiff." 
The production was plagued 
with problems, like lights 
that moved, suddenly and 
inexplicably. “They felt it 
was disrespectful," Wood¬ 
cock explained. 

Woodcock is also a sen¬ 
sitive. “When I walked into 
houses, I found that some 
were fine, and others I had 
to walk out of,” she said, 
calling the authors “human 
dowsers, at one point.” She 
described the sensation as “a 
head rush... so intense.” 

"For me, it's like a pressure 
feeling,” said Crow. “I can 
tell if it’s friendly, if it’s sad or 
angry... When you feel you’re 
in the presence of something 
sinister, you know.” 

Crow and Woodcock stay 
away from “anything dark,” 
and are respectful of the 
ghosts and spirits they meet.

“We want to be respectful, 
because they were human,” 
Woodcock said - even if what 
is sensed is a residual energy, 

^The Result'of their 
researches, “Haunted Cook¬ 


stown,” has been well- 
received. The book is avail¬ 
able in Cookstown at Three 
Sheep Mercantile, and the 
authors have had a series of 
book-signings at locations 
that include Chapters. 


The response led Crow 
and Woodcock to host ghost 
walks in Cookstown last 
October - both of which sold 
out - with plans for more this 
Halloween, along with an 
October 31 book-signing at 


Chapters in Barrie. 

The authors admit that 
Haunted Cookstown isn’t 
everyone’s cup of tea. “You 
either have a thing for ghost 
stories around a campfire - 
or you don’t,” said Crow.

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Stepped approach to treatment could prolong suffering

Pulmonary Arterial Hyper¬ 
tension (PAH) is a rate, rapidly- 
progressing lung disease that 
has no cute, and only a limited 
number of treatment options. 

The extreme form of Pulmo¬ 
nary Hypertension can be fetal 
within three years, if untreated. 

Since there is no incentive 
for pharmaceutical companies 
to invest millions of dollars in 
research, when only a hand¬ 
ful of patients will benefit from 
a new drug, every advance that 
treats a rare disease is some¬ 
thing to celebrate. In November 
2013, Health Canada approved 
Opsumit (macitentan) for 
patients with Functional Class 
norm PAH. 

CADTH looked at Opsumit, 
and made a recommendation 
that shocked both PAH patients 
and specialists: The final report, 
released in March 2015, calls 
for public funding for the drug 
- but only after an initial three- 
month trial with a phosphodi¬ 
esterase type-5 (PDE-5) inhibi¬ 
tor, a class of drugs that has had 
mixed results in PAH patients. 

Pulmonary Hypertension 


results from the blockage or 
scarring of the arteries of the 
lungs, resulting in impeded 
blood flow and high pressure. 
Symptoms include shortness 
of breath, especially with activ¬ 
ity; fainting, lightheadedness, 
fatigue, and chest pain. The 
condition can lead to heart fail¬ 
ure, and death. 

PH advocates argue that 
the CADTH Review recom¬ 
mendation is a one-size-fits- 
all approach to treatment that 
ignores the opinion of individ¬ 
ual treating physicians, and can 
prolong the suffering ofpatients 
unnecessarily - and potentially, 

"This is a disease that can 
progress very quickly, and we 
know that PAH patients can 
respond very differently to dif¬ 
ferent treatments," says Dr San- 
jay Mehta, MD and Director 
of the Southwest Ontario Pul¬ 
monary Hypertension Clinic 
in London Ontario. Dr Mehta, 
chair of the Pulmonary Hyper¬ 
tension Association of Canada, 
warns, “Denying equal and 
consistent access to any and all 
effective medications, either 
alone or in combination, may 
limit the successful treatment of

our PAH patients, which could 
be fetal. 

“As PAH physicians, we need 
the latitude to make individ¬ 
ual prescribing decisions from 
among all Health Canada- 
approved therapies, to ensure 
the best outcomes for our 
patients.” 

Bradford resident Ruth 
Dolan agrees. Requiring a three- 
month test period on a PDE-5 
inhibitor could lead to negative 
outcomes. “In that time, peo¬ 
ple can deteriorate quite sig¬ 
nificantly/’ she says - like her

The 
conclusions appear to be based 
not on statistically-signiflcant 
improvementin outcomes, but 
on cost: three months of treat¬ 
ment with tadalafil, a com¬ 
monly prescribed PDE-5 inhib¬ 
itor, can cost $2,634. Three 
months of macitentan, which 
has shown statistically-signifi- 
cant improvements in limited 
studies, costs $12,656. 


potential detriment of patients, 
is nothing new, Dolan says. In 
2009, when her daughter was 
first diagnosed, the government 

combination therapy” - refus¬ 
ing to fund the use of multiple 
drugs to treat a single condition. 
Dolan points out the absurdity: 
'Anybody who’s got high blood 
pressure is on two or three 
drugs - anyone with diabetes.” 
In that case, the government 
backed off and changed its 
stand, but not before there were 
anumber of deaths, she says. 

Dolan is hoping that the gov- 
emmentwillthinktwice, before 
implementing the CADTH rec¬ 
ommendation.

Emily is taking a combi¬ 
nation of therapies, which 
have been remarkably suc¬ 
cessful. Now a social worker 
in Toronto, “you would never 
in a million years guess how 
ill she still is,” says Dolan. A 
recent six-minute walk test 
- the main way to test lung 
function - was “her best test in 
seven years, so her meds are 
working.” 

But it isn’t a cure. The dis¬ 
ease is still present and “at some 
point, we know the meds wifi 
stop working. At that point, we’ll 
deal with it.” A lung transplant 
is the final option - unless new 
drug therapies are found 

Opsumit was approved by 
Health Canada as “the first 
oral treatment to show long¬ 
term reduction in morbid¬ 
ity events for PAH patients 
assessed in Functional Classes 

To date, only Quebec funds 
the drug through its provin¬ 
cial health plan; Quebec is not 
a participant in the CADTH 
Common Drag Review.
